C. F. BUSCHEMEYER'S SPEEDY GELDING FIN- 
ISHES THIRD IN HAMILTON RACE. 

Crack Son of Hastings and White Thorn Makes Un- 
accountably Poor Showing and Well-Backed 
Horron Is Returned the Winner. 



Hamilton, Out.. June 27. — One of the most re- 
markable reversals seen on the Canadian circuit 
this season came with the running of today's 
feature race at Hamilton, the Wentworth Plate, 
siv furlongs. $1.20*1 added, and in which I lie heavily 
backed odds-on favorite. Hawthorn, was beaten 
off eight lengths by Horron and Calgary. On tiie 
opening day in the inaugural dash Hawthorn ran 
away from equally as good company, winning in 
1:12%, pulled up. lie carried 9-4 pounds in that 
race, while today lie carried 112 pounds. Montour 
was posted to ride Hawthorn, lmt at the last min- 
ute a shift was made to Cross. It is also said 
that Trainer Trevey did not want to start tiie 
gelding, claiming that he was not at himself. At 
all events Hawthorn was soundly beaten. He 

broke slowly, was outpaced from the first jump and 
was a distant third at the finish. Horron was 
heavily supported, lie set a fast pace all the way. 
going the first half mile in :46%. Calgary kept 
him close company to the sixteenth i>ost, where 
the Turney colt began to draw away and in passing 
the judges, he led Calgary by half a length, with 
Hawthorn a staggering third. It is imssihle that 
Hawthorn may have been tampered with or lie may 
be on the verge of a sickness. At all events this 
good racer’s loss of speed in two days should be 
explained ill some manner, according to the public 
view.

The maiden steeplechase brought out a field "f 
five, of which two finished the course without mis- 
hap. Old Salt. Onaping and Lena fell, the latter 
at the last fence, where she had a commanding 
lead. She was caught and remounted and finished 
third. The winner turned up in Morperth, which 
beat Irene (iummeil out twelve lengths. 

The closest finish of the afternoon came with the 
running of the race over the turf course, in which 
Muff came from behind and just managed to get up 
in time to lieat Daisy Platt a head. 

The commit toe of the Canadian Racing Associa- 
tions held a meeting this morning and several appli- 
cations for licenses were passed on. The matter of 
the Mystic Light's steeplechase, run on the closing 
day of the Blue Bonnets meeting at Montreal, was 
also taken up and as a result of the investigation 
the further entries of the horses Enniskillen and 
Stairs were ordered refused. Jockey Keating’s 
badge was also takeu up and he was ordered off the 
grounds. No action was taken in the Aste case. 
The rejMirt on the affair was not turned in by the 
local stewards and the matter will probably bo taken 
up at the next meeting. In the meantime Mr. Aste 
has left for New York. it is said the ruling of 
Presiding Steward .1. A. Murphy does not affect the 
stake engagements of the Aste horses.

Ball.vhack. one of the jumpers he sent here in 
charge of M. Daly, was stricken with pneumonia 
a few days ago and if he recovers he will !«• sent 
back to Virginia to lie turned out for the season. 



AMATEUR SEASON AT AN END. 

Spring Hunt Club Schedule Comes to Close at 
Belmont Park Terminal. 



New York. June 27. — The spring meeting of Hip 
Putted Hunts Racing Assoc-ation came to an end 
at Belmont Park Terminal this afternoon ami 
brought to an end the aeries of bat meetings 
around New York for Hie spring season. Although 
Hie weather was threatening. #C H-icty turned out 
in large numbers, as tiie eard was an attractive 
one. Before tiie day was over the blue iiencil 
bad played sueh a prominent part that tiie fields 
in the different races were greatly redueod. The 
most scratching was done in the S|*ortsmeu's Steeple- 
chase Dinner Stakes, which was to have heon the 
feature of the program. Four of the thirteen 
subscribers failed to nominate a horse for the race 
and <*f the nine that were carded tiie only horses 
to face the starter were O Bear and Rock Abbey. 
Tim Donohue, trainer of l lie last named, did not care 
much at amt starting Rock Abbey, but when he saw 
i lial it would otherwise lie a walkover for O Bear 
lie thought lie would take a chance. As matters 
turned out. it was a chance far better than lie 
dreamed of. for R<«-k AMto.v was returned tiie win- 
ner, and diaries Pfizer, his owner, will have the 
honor of acting as host at the dinner. O Bear ap- 
IH'ured to outclass Rock Abbey to such an extent 
that he was at all times an odds-on choice. Iiut the 
lace turned out to tic a farce liefore the first jump 
had been cleared, rt Bear beat Rock Abbey away 
front the l s»s t , lint lie gave his backers a shock at 
the first jump when he ran out of the course 
instead of clearing tiie otrsraclc. He was brought 
back to the jump but when Mr. AI|*ers tried to 
send him over he refused. On the second trial 
be cleared it. bill by that time Rock Abbey was 
far in front and although o Bear was scut over the 
course lie never got anywhere near Rock Abliey, 
which had merely p, canter in front all the way. 
'Pommy Wright, who had the mount on Rock 
Abbey, also scored with the "good thing" Dodue 
fion in the second race. Ifiductiou led all the 
iv h y and won in a canter. The race was practically 
settled at the semloff. the start tsing a straggling 
on<-. witli the favorite. Plying Yankee, practically 
left at the jiost. He closed a big gap. 

Portn students started the day |*oorly, for the 
two choices. Windrow and Maltbie, went down at 
tiie last jump. Mallbip, the closing favorite, up 
pea red to have the race won up to that point . 
Inn after clearing tiie last jump he stumbled and 
fell, and Windrow fell on him. This left the 
race to tiie two outsiders, Ben Cabell and Native 
Maid, and they finished as named. Native Maid 
pull'd up lame. Windrow was remounted by Mr. 
Lewis and finished in time to secure third money. 

Tin* Montauk Plate was easy for tiie well-backed 
horse. Footlights, which on bfs showing a few days 
ago, should have i>een favorite instead of as gold 
as 5 to 1 at one stage of the belting. He led 
all the way and beat tiie odds on choice, Heiipcek. 
in easy fashion. In Hie Hempstead Handicap 
Steeplechase El Bari had only Simon Dale and 
O’Connor to beat and lie did that without any 
trouble, hard held at (lie finish. Kndbald also had 
an easy time in winning the Members’ Handicap 
Plate.

DISTRICT ATTORNEY WYSONG’S REJOINDER. 

New York. June 27.--In reply to Governor Sul- 
zer's demand on District Attorney W.vsong and 
Sheriff De Mott of Nassau Comity that they in 
stitnte action against those who have been con- 
ducting the Belmont Park racetrack on the ground 
that tiie anti-gambling laws of New York state 
have been violated. District Attorney W.vsong is 
quoted as follows: 

“Show me one iota of evidence on which I can 
prosecute these alleged gamblers under the present 
law and I will take immediate action. 

"Every day at Belmont Park we are sending from 
five to a dozen or more suspicious characters from 
the track who are attempting to place bets on 
the races. We have not sufficient evidence to 
hold them and by ejecting them from the grounds 
we are assisting in the preventing of crime. 

"While then- may tie cases of betting at the 
tracks, in order to prevent it. it would lie neces- 
sary to employ a detective for every visitor at the 
track 

"if Canon Chase of Brooklyn has additional evi 
dence and will submit it b> me and I think it of 
value, I will co-operate with him and will do all 
that Is |M*ssible. 

“The laws made by the Legislature regarding 
gambling are so complex that it appears difficult 
to properly interpret them.”
